VOTE IN THE PRIMARY 
MEANS ALL OR NONE 


Reasons Given Why Many of the 
City Offictals Should Wot Be 
Mixed Up in Ward Polities. 
Would Injure the City 
Government. 


Since the resolution calling for a public 
expression on the election of city officials 
by a popular vote is to be voted on in 
Puch a way that all offices men- 
tioned are to be lumped together, it is 
freely predicted that a large majority 
will be cast against any changes froin 
the present system, whereby some of the 
eity officials are chosen by the council 
and some by the boards. 

Next Wednesday the voter will be call- 
ed upon to say whether or not he desires 
all or none of the offices filled by a pop- 
ular vote. It is said that if the offices 
had been separated so the voter could 
select such as he wished to be elected 
by a popular vote and leave wut the 
others, the manner of filling some of the 
offices mentioned might have _ been 
changed. 

The resolution calls for an expression 
on the following city offices: 

City clerk, city marshal, general mana- 
ger and secretary of the waterworks, 
recorder, comptroller, building inspector, 
electrician, superintendent of public 
schools, fire chief, sireet Improvement 
eollector, warden, tax assessors, ward 
physicians, heath officer, license in- 
spector. 

Would Injure the Schools. 

Atygthe very head of the list of the city 
officials wiro should not in any manner 
whatsoever be mixed. up in ward politics 
is the  super/intendent lot the public 
achoo!ls. 
of the highest education and peculiarly 
trained and fitted for the-pesition. lor 
him to get down to ward politics and 
go about eleciloneering for votes would 
be to lower the standing of the office and 
injure the school system. Then there 
might be the danger of some person who 
ig popular in the city silpping into the 
office when he had neither the education 
nor the ability to hold the _ position. 
biverybody agrees that to get the puo.ic 
schools into politics would be ruinous 
to the from an educational stand- 
point. . 

It is argued that the city cierk is di- 
rectly under the city council; is, in faci, 
the clerk of council and that he should 
therefore be chosen by that body. 

The city marshal has to force the col- 
lection of delinquent taxes and especial- 
ly street taxes, and he necessarily makes 
a large number of people mad if he does 
his duty. ‘Therefore, it is suid, such an 
officer should be free to act without any 
embarrassment because of a fear of re- 
election. 

The general manager and secretary of 
the waterworks are under the supervision 
of the water board and are responsibie 
to them for the performance of their 
duty. 

About the Recorder's Court. 

The recorder, it is being pointed out, 
h@g to punish all classes of citizens and 
the very duty of his office causes him 
to make enemies while in the discharge 
of his duty. It is argued that such an 
officer should pe entirely free from any 
sort of politics and should, therefore, 
be electe@ by the city council. 

The city comptroller must be an ex- 
pert accountant and not a man who cah 
be elected merely because of his popu- 
larity among voiers generally, people 
are stating. 

It is being held that the buikilng in- 
apector, the electrician the street im- 
provement collector, city warden, tay 
assessors, ward physicians, health off 
cer and license inspector are all officid)s 
who must be clrosen beause of their,ex- 
perience and peculiar fitness for their po- 
sitions, and that the pubiic generaily has 
neither the time nor the opportunity to 
ascertain their fitness for the offices, as 
have the members of the council and the 
elty boards, 

There is the office of the fire chief, 
it is said, which must be filled by a man 
with long experience as a Ereman and 
that for any cliizen to get into the office 
because of his popularity might greatly 
injure the city. 

As has been stated, the voter must 
east his ballot for or against—all of the 
offices mentioned being taken from the 
control of council and the doards and to 
be placed on the ballot in the primaries. 

The vote on this question next Wednes- 
day will only be in the natur® of an ex- 
pression of public opinion, Out yet a large 
number of conservative citizens are esk- 
ing the people to go siow on this matter 
and not to declare themselves in favor 
of any such radical change which might 
tend to do the city government great 
harm.

It is said this afternoon and tonight | 
that the attorneys for the railroads 
were asleep; that they should have 
had the act enjoined by the federal 
courts along with others now restrain- ' 
ed and fought the whole matter out in’ 
the courts at the same time; still oth- { 
ers think that the railway could let 
the matter go that way in order to | 
bring the issue to a head, that the effi- | 
cacy of the act might be determined. 

Hiowever, the belief is general that 
it was not the intention at this time 
to bring on a fight in Alabama, as the 
Southern as well as other roads have 
had all the trouble they are looking 
for. 

The situation is complicated and 
may become more troublous if the state 
undertakes to push that outlaw act 
against the railroad. There is no ina- 
chinery to take care of a company taus 
crippled by legislative enactment, a 
bill providing for it having been de-| 
feated in the senate, and there are 
many to wonder what the state will do 
if the road refuses "o abidsa the decis- 
ions of the authorities.

GREAT CROWD CHEERED 
SHARP WORDS OF JUDGE 


Landis Reviewed Evidence and Ex- 
pressed Opinion that Colossal 
Revenues of Trast are 
Largely Due to Illegal 
Practices—Railroad 
Will Alse Be 
Prosecuted. 


August 3.—Judge Kennesaw 
M. Landis, today,in the United States 
district court, fined the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana $29,240,000 for vi- 
olations of the law against accepting re- 
bates from railroads. The fine is the 
largest ever assessed against any indi- 
viduals or any corporation in the history 
of American criminal jurisprudence, and

Oil Trust Officials Scored. 

The penalty imposed upon the company 
is the maximum permitted under the 
law, and it was announced at the end of 
a long opinion in which the methods and 
practices of the Standard Ofl Company 
The judge, in 
that the 
Company 


were mercilessly scored. 
fact. declared, in his opinion, 
officiais of the Standard Oil 
who were responsible for the practices 
of which the corporation was found 
guilty, were no better than counterfeit- 
ers and  thiev es, his exact language 
being: 

‘We may as well look at this situation 
squarely. The men who thus deliber- 
ately violate this law, wound society 
more deeply than does he who counter- 
feits the coin or steals letters from the 
maii.’”’ 

Judge Landis commenced reading his 
decision at 10 o clock, and occupied 
about one hour ‘in its delivery. He re- 
viewed the facts in the cage, took up the 


‘arguments of attorneys for the defense 


and answered them and then passed 
judgment on the company, which he 
declared violated the law for the sole 
purpose of swelling its dividends, 

Judge Wanted Heavier Penalty. 

The court held that the roads have no 
more right to make a secret rate for a 
shipper than a board of assessors would 
have to make a secret assessment of 
any particular piece of property. 

The court expressed regret that the 
law failed to provide more serious pun- 
ishment than a fine, but insisted that 
the penalty should be sufficiently large 
to.act as a deterrent, and not of such 
a ‘size as to encoruage the defnder to 
persist in lawlessness. 

At the conclusion of his opinion and 
after announcing the amount of the fine, 
Judge Landis directed that a special 
grand jury be called for the purpose of 
inquiry into the facts in the Chicago 
and Alton Railroad Company, it having 


| been proved in the case just closed that 


the oil company accepted rebates from 
that corporation. This jury sum- 
moned for August 1/4. 

This decision of Judge Landis aroused 
aimost as much public interest as did 
the presence of John D. Rockefeller and 
the other officials of the Standard Oj1l 
Company in the court room on July 6. 
The crush was £0 great that a large 
force of deputy marshals had much dit- 
ficulty in controlling the crowd that was 
anxious to force its way into the court 
room. The government was represented 
in the court room by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Sims and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Wilkerson.

Judge Quicted Trast’s Lawyer.

New Orleans, August 3.—Complete 
returns from Mississippi give Williams 
the election with a plurality 
of 2,239 votes. This count is unofficial 
but is based on the official returns made 
by individutl counties. 

E. F. Noel and Earl Brewer are the 
two leaders in the gubernatorial race, 
according to the count and will enter 
the final primary. 

Official Count May Be Necessary. 

Jackson, Miss., August 3.—With three 
counties yet to be heard from, Congress. 
man John Sharp Williams is leading 
Governor James H, Vardaman tonignt 
in the Mississippi senatorial contest, 
but only by a small margin. While indi- 
cations at this hour favor Mr. Williams 
the result, more than forty-eight houcs 
after the closing of the polls, is consid- 
ered yet in doubt, and that the offictal 
review of the vote may be necessary 
to finally decde, seems very probeble. 

B. R. Wells, chairman of the Willlams 
campaign, at !0 o’cock issued thé fol- 
lowing signed statement: 

“Complete returns authorize 
claim John Sharp Williams’ nomination 
by a majorty of 1,450 votes. We feel 
no doubt about Mr. Williams’ election.”’ 

At the headquarters of Governor Var- 
daman no statement will be issued other 
than that the governor will be nomi- 
nated by a small majority. Governor 
Vardaman expressed confidence that he

The vote of the leading contestants is 
very close, and it will require the official 
returns to decide which of the two as- 
plrants will make the race in the second 
primary to be held August 22. 


A VERY UNIQUE ACT PASSED. 


Coleambus Can Now Establish Wa- 
terworks in Alabama, 
Columbus, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)—The 
Alabama legisiature has passed an act which 
places Columbus in a position to establish 
waterworks in that state at any time the 
city should desire to do so, the bill being 
introduced by request of the water commis- 
sion of this city. The act places Columbus 
on the same basis as an Alabama city, as it 
has the right to condemn lands in that state 
for water supply purposes. Under the pro- 
visions of the bill the Alabama property of 
any foreign municipality owning waterworks 

in that state is made exempt from levy.

Reductions in Freight Charges 
Have Not Helped Masses 
of Consumers 


ALL PROFITS ABSORBED 
BY THE MANUFACTURERS 


After All the Hue and Cry About 
Stove Rates, Public is Paying 
More than Ever, While the 
Manufacturer Gets All 
the Profit.

“The prices of goods keep soaring sky- 
ward. What proportion of them does 


——_— 
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| the freight rate really represent?’ 
| This question was asked of Commis- 
sioner Joseph M. Brown, by one of two 
'gentlemen, who were conversing with 
him in the railroad commission office 
i‘riday morning as a representative of 
'The Constitution. stepped in. 
| “On very many items it is practically 
not a factor; on some others it is less 
for a haul of thirty miles than is the 
drayage charge from tiie delivering de- 
pot to the door of the storekeeper of 
consumers,’’ was the reply. 

Clashing as an Example. 


“Let me give you some examples 
which will bring the matter home to 
you,’ continued Commissioner Brown. “I 
begin with materials for men’s cloth- 
ing, indigo blue suitings. The wholesale 
price jin January, 1905, before the 
freight rates were reduced, was $!.48 1-2 
per yard. The price in December, 1906, 
was $1.7! per yard. Taking a car load 
quantity, 30,000 pounds, the freight rate 
from Boston, Mass., to Atlanta was re- 
duced $27, and the price was advanced 
$11,057.14. The entire rate from Boston 
to Atlanta is $315 per car; so you see 
the advance alone in the price is thirty- 
eight times as much as its the total 
through rate. 

“The increase in price in many other 
items in the clothing iine is from five to 
twenty times as great as is the entire 
through freight rate. 

“Again, no family in Georgia ca do 
without bedticks. The wholesale price 
in January, 1905, was !0 !|-2 cents per 
yard. In June, this year, the price was 
14 1-2 cents per vard. On a car load 
this figures in advance in the price of 
$2,400. Yet the freight rate was re- 
duced $27 per car. 

“Let us take shoes. The reduction fn 
the rate in February, 1905, was $87 per 
car load of 30,000 pounds. In January, 
1905, the wholesale price on men's bro- 
gans, the grade generally used by farm- 
crs and other laboring men, was 92 1-2 
cents per pair. In December, 1906, the 
wholesale price stood at $!.30 per pair. 
Thus the increase in price was $3,375 
per car load. This swallowed up, many 
times, the reduction of $87 per car In 
the freight rate. 

“The showing is worse on men’s vicl 
kid shoes, the kind we four have on. 
The wholesale price of these in January, 
1905, was $2.00 per pair: in December, 
1906, it was $2.45 per pair. These weigh 
less than men’s brogans, hence, the in- 
crease in price was $6,000 per car, al- 
though the freight rate was reduced $87 
per car. 

“So, too, although the freight rate on 
axes was reduced tlie price was advanc- 
ed $624 per car load. No family in the 
country can do without an ax. 

Lower Rates on Stoves. 

“So, again, we can say that no house- 
hold in the country, or practically fn the 
city, can do without a stove. Now, let 
me, with great frankness, give you some 
facts about the freight rates on and the 
prices of stoves. 

“On February |, 1905, the interstate 
rates on pig iron and sand were reduced 
for the benefit of the stove factories in 
Atlanta and other Georgia cities. The 
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Washington, August 3.—Forecast for 
tomorrow: 

Georgia Occasional thunder 
showers for Sunday and Monday; 
wight variable winds, mostly west, 
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stove factories also got the benefit of 
‘the reduced rates on stoves effective May 
20, 1905, between Atlanta and all Geor- 
gia cities and other basing pojnts. I read 
you some of the reductions, per car load 
of 20,000 pounds, in the freight rates @n 
stoves. 

“From Atianta to Columbus, $13; to 
Athens, ${!0; to Augusta, Macon, Al- 
bany, Hawkinsville, Milledgeville, Ameri- 
cus, etc., $4 each. 

“And on less than car load shipmente 
of stoves the rates, per 100 pounds, were 
reduced as follows: To Columbus, /4 
cents: to Thomasville, Tifton, Quitman, 
Valdosta, and Fitzgerald, 9 cents each; 
to Augusta, Macon, Americus, Dublin, 
ete., 4 cents each. 

“But the reduction in rates on stoves 
did not end with the promulgation of 
the tariffs I have just referred to. The 
railroad commission, after the president 
of a stove factory in Atlanta had stated 
in this very room that unless he could 
get further reductions in stove rates he 
would be compeiied to move his plant 
to Birmingham, Ala., to keep it alive, 
issued its circulars 305, 306 and 809, 
which made such radical reductions in 
the rates on stoves, between points in 
Georgia, that several of the railroad 
companies sought injunctions of these 
rates in the state and federal courts. A 
test case at length reached the supreme 
court of Georgia, which, in May, this 
year, handed down 4 decision sustain- 
ing the rates ordered by this commis- 
sion. The railroad companies then with- 
drew their cases from the federal court 
and put in the rates named in our cir- 
culars. 

Climb in Stove Prices. 

“S, far for the record as to the reduc- 
tions in the freight rates on stoves. Now, 
fet me give you some facts about the 
prices of stoves. I am not repeating 
hearsay: I am giving you figures copied 
from invoices which were shown to me 
by a retai] dealer in one of our towns, 
which were confirmed by similar figures 
quoted to two prominent citizens of 
Georgia in other parts of the state and 
by them given to me. 

“To be strictly accurate, these quota- 
tions were not on stoves made in Atlan- 
ta, but the statement was made that ‘all 
the stove factories were in combination, 
and that when an advance was made by 
one from time to time the same ad- 
Vance was each time made by all.’ 

‘Now, for the figures: The stove 
which the manufacturer priced to the re- 
tail dealer in January, 1906, at $11.70 
he, in May, 1907, despite the pare = 

e freight rates on stove materia 
eee 1 priced at $13. And the 
above trust, about the middle of May, 

1907, sent out notice to the retail] deal- 
ers that the price would go UP 5 per 
cent the first of June. In other words, 
the $13 stove would then be sold for 
$13.65. Let me now read an extract 
from an official statement I have already 
filed on the subject: 

“Te is a significant fact that the no- 
tice of this advance of 6 per cent in the 
price of stoves was promulgated by the 
stove trust during the identical week in 
which the supreme court of Georgia 
handed down ts decision sustaining the 
order of the railroad commission to re- 
duce the rates in Georgia on stoves. 
Thus, the stove manufacturers, at the 
very time when the freight rates on 
stoves are lower than they have. ever 
been, are forcing the people to pay the 
highest prices which have for many 
years been charged for stoves. 

The Manufacturer's Profit. 
“It is clear that the tee xo esensdl 
ly increased prices tor § r .

Georgia had nothing to do with secur- 
ing the reductions in interstate rates 
}effective February !. 1905. Yet, Hon. 
J Pope Brown, in signing the annual 
report of this commission, as its chair- 
man, February 15, 1905, used these 
words: 

“*as a result of this course on the 
part of the commission, there have 
been already large reductions made in 
interstate rates by the various roads 
entering the state, with the promise of 
further reductions in interestate rates’ 

“The correctnesg of this statement 
was later confirmed by the oaths of 
three railway officials. 

“It has been further chargé by the 
same parties that the total amount of 
the reductions made by, the railroad 
commission on the states within the 
state ‘would not exceed $10,000.’ 
When it is realized that through the 
commission the rates between all the 
cities in Georgia were reduced, and 
that these reductions ranged from $72 
per car on first class to $3 per car on 
sixth class. I am expressing it mildly 
when I say that those who estimate 
the total reduction at $10,000 are not 
good guessers. 

“T have shown in a pamphlet which 
any citizen of Georgia can get by 
furnishing me his address, that the to- 
tal reduction which the railroad com- 
mission secured in the freight rates 
amounts to upwards of two millions 
of dollars annually. I have also shown 
iz. that pamphlet, by quotations of 
wholesale prices published in the 
United States bureau of .labor’s bul- 
letin 63 and 69, that the advance in 
the price of the necessaries of life has 
been so enormous since the freight 
rates were reduced that the total 
freight rate on many items is not even 
a factor in the cost. I have shown 
that the port rates now in effect from 
Savannah and Brunswick to Georgia 
cities are less than are the port rates 
from Charleston to South Carolina 
cities and from. Mobile to Alabama 
cities. I have shown that the inter- 
State freight rates in Georgia are now 
lower than they have ever been. I 
have shown that the masses of the 
people have not been allowed to share 
the reduction of $2,000,000 secured by 
the railroad commission in freight 
rates, but that it was absorbed by the 
manufacturers and jobbers. I have 
shown that practically every reduction 
made in the freight rates has been 
followed by an advance in the price 
oc the article on which the rate was 
reduced.

POLICEMEN ARE HELPLESS 


Although Several Women and Girls 
Have Been Killed and Many At- 
tacked, the Authorities Have 
Not Made an Arrest 
of Importance. 


New York, August 3.—The wave of 
crimes against women and children 
which has swept over New York for the 
past fortnight has reached a stage where 
severe measures are called for in the 


work which has come to light through 
the discovery of several murders and 
a number of assaults. 

Acting Police Commissioner O'Keefe 
late today issued orders directing that 
every plain-clothes officer on the force 
of the city lay aside all other work 
and devote himself entirely to an at- 
tempt to bring to justice the perpe- 
trators of these crimes. Parents have 
been advised to keep their children un- 
cer a closer supervision, He will ask 
for 500 additional officers. 

Mothers in Terror. 

The dozen or more attacks on children 

recently have struck terror 


scores of cases of supposed attempt at 
assault have been reported to the po- 
lice which have no foundation except 
in the fears of parents. But; in spite 
of the scores of cases which have no 
foundation in fact, there have been 
enough actual cases of assault on chil- 
dren to cause the police as well as 
parents much worry. 

The police today arrested four broth- 
ers, Thomas, Louis, George and James 
Esposito; believing that they could

Yesterday's record was three killings. 
About 3 o'clock in the morning Call Of- 
ficers Anderson and Jackson shot to 
death a dog near 78 Edgewood avenue. 
The dog, according to complaints made 
to police headquarters, had been annoy- 
ing the neighbors, who were afraid 
that if it were not killed some of the 
children, during the day, would be pitten, 

Shortly after 6 o'clock in the afternoon 
Call Officers Bishop and Barfield were 
sent to the corner of Glenn and Cooper 
streets to investigate a disturbance. Two 
dogs were found by the officers, and 
each shot and killed one of the animals, 
The dog shot by Officer Bishop wa. 
found in a yard frothing at the moutn 
and rolling on the ground. So far as is 
known to the police the dog had not 
bitten anyone, but the animal is believed 
to have been suffering from a violent 
attack of the rabies. 

Fach year with the approach of sum- 
mer the number of dogs prowling in the 
streets of Atlanta, snapping and bark- 
ing at passersby, has given the police 
department a certain amount of trouble, 
but in the opinion of the police officials 
who have taken note of the number of 
dogs killed thus far during the present 
Summer, an alarming increase in the 
number has developed.

FARMERS MAY APPEAR 
IN LABOR DAY PARADE 


Farmers wearing the overalls, show- 
ing a badge of unionism and marching 
under a Federation of Labor banner, wil! 
ibe a distinctive feature of the annual pa- 
rade of rhe Atlanta working men on the 
first Monday of next month. 

It was during a meeting of the gen- 
eral committees of Labor day in Atlanta 
that the preface to a new story in or- 
ganized labor was written—a story which, 
when completed, will give Atlanta an- 
other initiative in a movement sure to 
Scatter itself over the country. 

Working under the report of commit- 
tees, ex-Mayor Woodward, chairman of 
the transportation committee, read let- 
ters from different railroads entering 
Atlanta. These letters were in response 
to letters from the chairman to the 
roads asking what could be done for 
the federation delegations or individuals 
who. might want to come to Atlanta on, 
Labor day. While no definite statement 
was made each of the roads assured 
the ex-mayor that if the existing sched- 
ules did not suit, special trains would be 
put on that day. Concluding his report, 
Chairman Woodward said: 

“Only a f@€w days ago the Farmers’

believe that if state prohibition should 
ibe enacted that it would obviate the ne- 
cessity of an inebriate sanitarium. I 
would contend that the conditions after 
prohibition was in force, it would be 
seen that the necessity for provisions to 
treat the inebriate would be more im- 
perative, for it is conceded by the best 
authority that inebriety is a disease and 
a disease could not be expected to be 
cured simply by the enactment of a law. 
Suppose a number of people should take 
typhoid fever from a certain milk dairy 
in which milk had become infected with 
the typhoid germ and the authorities 
should close up the dairy, we know very 
well that those who had contracted 
disease would have to be treated just 
the same, s0 it is with the inebdriety and 
alcoholism. The cause that produced the 
disease has made its impress on many 
generations of the past and the victims 
are under the bane of the disease, and 
it is the duty of the state and country 
to make provision for the care and treat- 
ment of ine@briety as much as it is the 
duty to make provision to treat the in- 
sane, for the best authority says that 
about 70 per cent of insanity is caused 
directly and indirectly from the exces- 
sive use of alcohol. 

“We fully believe that the whisky traf- 
fic and the barrooms are a menace to 
our young men, but if the prohibition 
bill is passed, the reform is only com- 
menced, for our conditions are very dlif- 
ferent now than it was twenty years 
ago, for we have an asset for the evils 
that have existed, a hereditary condition 
that, if mot checked, will almost threaten 
the overthrow of our government. 

‘It ‘has been observed’ by those who 
have studied inebriety in its many forms 
and different manifestations that it is

not only remarkable, but It is appalling 
to observe that boys that are not out of 
their teens are diagnosed as fulifiedged 
inebriates and from the history of such 
cases some of them had only taken @ 
few drinks of alcoholics, yet they were 
diagnosed as inebriates, which goes to 
Show the unstable condition of the ner- 
vous system of our young and rising gen- 
| eration that ig under the bane of a he- 
'reditary condition, in that the least nar- 
cotic stimulant is enough to wreck their 
nervous system, and homicide, suicide 
and murder is often the result. 

“Then, if the legislature should pass 
the prohibition bill, they cannot retire 
with folded arms in triumphant victory, 
for inasmuch as the state has allowed 
not only the evils to exist, but have

said evils that have existed are vouch- 
ers that stand against the state for the 


“We ibelieve that the tendency to dru¢ 
addictions will be on the increase, not 
that prohibition directly will cause the 
increase, but because the appetite has 
been cultivated for hundreds of years 
for strong drink and the unfortunate 
inebriate will resort to all kinds of 
drinks and drugs, as he thinks, to alle- 
viate his creaking nerves. Then say that 
Wwe, as a state, are not under any more 
obligations for his diseased condition? 
We contend that the state must make 
provision to treat a disease that it has 
been a party in producing such a disease. 

“It will be said that now since prohi- 
bition will be in force in a short time 
that there will be no funds to support 
an inebriate sanitarium, but if there is 
to be as many blind tigers as many 
think or believe that there will be, the 
fines imposed on these blind tigers will 
amply support an inebriate hospital, but 
if we don’t have so many blind tigers 
the country will soon be so prosperous 
that such an appropriation needed can 
be met witpout any difficulty. 

“As this etetosere has manfully made 
an epoch ik the history of Georgia in 
passing a state prohibition bill, let them 
redeem the shortcomings of tK® past an

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)JUDGE LANDIS GIVES REASONS 


’ FOR IMPOSING COLOSSAL FINE 


Al the «Evidence in the 


Case Is Thoroughly 
Analyzed. 


NOT THE FIRST OFFENSE 
OF STANDARD Ol TRUST 


In Fact, Jadge Landis Intimates 
that Lawbreaking Has Been the 
Policy of Rockefeller’s Com- 
pany-—Inmsolence of the 
Trust Is Alluded To. 


Chicago, August 3.—Judge Landis, in 
his decision, said it was proven in the 
trial that the defendant, a corporation of 
Indiana, operates an oil refinery at Whit- 
ing. Ind., that the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad Company, a corporation of Illi- 
nois, operates a line of railroad from Chi- 
cago to Hast St. oluis, Llill., and that the 
Chicago Terminal Transfer Railroad 
operates a switching road from Whit- 
ing across the state line into Illinois, 
intersecting the Alton road at a station 
called Chappell, a short distance from 
Chicago, and that there are three com- 
panies operating terminal roads from 
Fast St. Louis, [llL, across the Missis- 
sippi river to St. Louis, Mo. 

Prior to the occurrence upon which 
the prosecution was basec, the Chicago 
and Alton Company had filed with the 
interstate commerce commission tariffs 
showing the rates for the transportation 
of oil in car lots from Whiting to East 
St. Louis to be !8 cents per hundred 
pounds and the rate for like transpor- 
tation from Chappell to St. Louis to De 
19 1-2 cents per hundred pounds. The 
court says it appeared at the hearing 
that the defendant shipped its goods 
from Whiting to East St. Louis for 6 
and for 7 1-2 cents to 
St. Louis. The dealings of the Standard 
Oil Company were exclusively with the 
Chicago and Alton, which rendered all 
billg at through service. 
argued that the Elkins law author- 
ized the prosecution of more than one 
offense but maintained that there could 
be a conviction on only one count.

Right of Contract. 

Judge Landis said: 

“It is the position of the defendant that 
the Elkins lew and certain pertinent portions 
of the interstate commerce law of 1887 are 
unconstitutional for three reasons, but, re- 
@pecting the defendant’s alleged natural 
right to make a private contract for a secret 
railroad rate, candor obliges the court to 
gay that he knows of nothing to support the 
proposition but the eminence of counsel who 
adviged -it. 

‘In stv$ch case, as in all 
require two parties each competent to con- 
tract, and, consideying the nature of the 
thing to be contracted for,’ the railway com- 
mon carrier is fundamentally incompetent, 
This is so for the reason that the railway 
company is a public functionary. Under the 
doctrine insisted upon by the defendant, the 
railway company might give the Standard 
Oil Company a very low transportation rate, 
and by contract obligate itself to withhold 
the same rate from every man the taking 
of whose property by condemnation rendered 
possible. the construction of the road. A more 
abhortent hertsy could not he conceived. 
There is no more reason for the claim of 
natural right to private contract for the ex- 
ercise by a railway company of the public 
power with which it is endowed than would 
be for the claim of similar rights to private 
contract. with the collector of customs or tax 
assessor for a secret valuation of property.

The troyble with fhis contention is that It 
ignores the basic proposition underlying the 
whole question and confuses the interstate 
character of the carrier with the interstate 
character of the commerce in which the car- 
rier ig engaged. The true and primary test 
te whether the commodity to be transported 
is to pass from one state into another state; 
if it does so pase, en it is Interstate com-

merce regardiess of whether the rails over’ 


which ft moves be operated by one or many 
carriers. And when this commodity begins to 
move, interstate commerce hae begun, and in- 
terstate commerce it continues to be until it 
reaches its destination. If In such continuous 
line there t& a road dying wholly within a 
county in a state, the carrier operating such 
road in respect to the mevement of that com- 
modity, is engaged in interstate commerce as 
q@fearly as if its line extended from the 
origin to the destination of the shipment, an4 
te therefore as to such transportation sub- 
ject to federal control.

Common Arrangement Shown. 

“Tt was insisted by the defendant that the 
evidence did not show any common arrange- 
ment between the Chicago and Aiton and the 
Chicago terminal companies for a continuous 
carriage from Whiting to East St. Louis as 
charged in the indictment. The evidence did 
show the filing and publication of a joint 
tariff schedule of \the Chicago and Alton and 
Chicago terminal companies, putting in force 
from Whiting to East St. Louis the 18-cent 
gate, shown by the tariff #4 to be Chicago- 
East St. Louis rate. Furthermore the two 
companies maintained a joint agency at the 
eam manatee of their roads at Chappeil for 
the transaction of the business of both the 
Standard O!l traffic from Whiting to East Bt. 
Louis. In addition to this, the evidence shows 
the movement of defendant’s property by the 
Chicago Terminat Company, that it is nbt 
looking to the defendant for its compensation, 
but relying solely upon the Alton company 
therefor. The whole course of business from 
the publication and filing of the joint sched- 
ule to the payments of the freight charges 
conciusively shows that these two companies 
were operating under a commd® arrangement 
for the transportation of this property. 

“The defendant also contends that inas- 
much as the name ‘Chappell’ dots not ap- 
pear on the schedule, there was no lawful 
rate between Chappell and St. Louis. The 
evidence does show, however, that tariff 24 
named the rate to East St. Louls from Chica- 
go and suburban stations within the Chicago 
switching district, including the station im- 
mediately beyond Chappell from Chicago. 
Moreover, on the face of the Alton-Chicago 
Terminal! joint schedule appeared the foliow- 
ing: ‘Agents are strictly prohibited from 
quoting or using a higher rate for a shorter 
than for a longer distance over the same line 
in the same direction, the shorter being en- 
tirely included within the longer distance.’ 
This would seem to clearly exhibit the rate 
from Chappe!}l. 

“The defendant claims that the evidence 
fails to sustain the charge in the indictment 
that the Aiton company was engaged in the 
transportation of property from Chapp* to 
St. Louis, and that it had published and 
filed tariff schedules showing the rate in 
force between said points to be 19% cents. 
The court is of the opinion, however, that the 
evidence clearly shows the Alton company 


was possessed of a railroad route from Chap- 
pell to St. Louis over which it had establish- 
ed a rate for the transportation of oil as re- 
quired by law.

How- 
ever, it would be wholly inadmissable to hold 
that the interstate traffic handled by them 
was immune from federal regulation merely 
because of this omission. 

“The defendant offered certain tariff sched- 
ules as tending to show that during the 
period covered by the\ indictment there was 
in force by. the Chicago and Eastern [Illinois 
railroad from Whiting to East St. Louis a 
rate on oil of 6% cents, which it was claimed, 
owing to certain terminal charges at East 
St. Louis to which the Alton traffic was 
subjected, was equal to the 6-cent rate via 
the latter route. This evidence was offered 
to establish as absence of motive on the part 
of the defendant to accept an unlawful rate 
from the Alton, but was excluded by the court 
as not being admissible, the court announcing 
that if it should subsequently appear that 
there was in force such open, published, filed 
rate via the Chicago and Eastern Illinols rail- 
road available to the general public that fact 
would be considered by the court in mitiga- 
tion of the punishment. 

The Real Question. 

“‘The real question here is whether the de- 
fendant accepted the concession knowingly, 
and in determining this it need not be af- 
firmatively shown that fhe defendant had 
actual knowledge of the lawful rate. The 
defendant must be presumed to have known 
that which a diligent endeavor made by an 
honest man in good faith to ascertain the: 
lawful rate would have disclosed to’ him. 
The burden of this diligent endeavor is not 
to be diminished or inoreased by the sup- 
posed existence or absence of a lawful rate 
oh some other road equal in amount to the 
rate accepted by the shipper. To adopt de- 
fendant’s contention would be to impose upon 
the occasional shipper more rigyd require- 
ment than that imposed upon the: continuous 
shipper, by excusing the latter on account of 
what his large business might enable him to 
know of rates on other roads from penalties 
which would be imposed upon the former for 
the same act. Moreover, it is to be observed 
that what a shipper might know respecting 
rates in force on one road would not inform 
him of what rates were lawfully in force on 
anot#er road; the most that can be said for 
the defendant’s contention in this regard is 
that the shipper might assume the same rates 
to be in force on competing lines. But the 
law does not allow him to assume. He must 
know what he can ascertain by inquiry, the 
rate once established and available to him 
on application, he must pay. 

‘The court is not impressed by the doleful 
predictions of counsel for the defendant as to 
the hardships upon the honest shipping pub- 


lic to be anticipated from the enforcement 
of this rule. The honest man who tenders a 
‘commodity for transportation by a railway 
company will not be fraudulently misled by 
that company into allowing it to haul his 
property for less than the law authorizes it 
to collect. For the carrier thus to deceive 
the shipper would be to deliberately incrimi- 
nate itself to its own pecuniary detriment, 
which it may safely be trusted not to do. 
The only man liable to get into trouble is he 
who, being in control of the routing of large 
volumes of traffic, conceives a scheme for 
the evasion of the law, and connives with 
railway officials for its execution. 

“The defendant argues that the Elkins law 
maintains that there can be a conviction on 
but ene count. However, in this, as in all 
vther cases involving statutory construction, 
it is solely a question of legislative intent. 
The lang@age of the law te: 

‘* ‘Every person or corporation who shail 
offer, grant or give, or solicit, accept or r- 
ceive any such rebates, concession or dis- 
crimination thereof, shail be puhished by a 
fine of not less than one thousand dollars nor 
more than twenty thousand dollars.’ 

“As the court reads this enactment, the 
offense is complete whenever any property is 
transported at less than the lawful rate If

this be true, the law is violated every time 
any property is so transported. There is 
rothing in these words deliberately employed 
by congress ‘to indicate its intention to be 
that if a defendant shali offend habitually. 
he shall have immunity save only as to one 
violation. Nor will the cowrt indulge the sup- 
position that this could have. been the un- 
expressed intention of congress to be judicial- 
ly interpreted into the law, in opposition to 
what appears to be its plain meaning, 
cause such a rule would encourage him who 


obey it by wholesale in order to thereby ac- 
cumulate a large fund for his own purpose 
after paying the fine imposed for 
penalty.

The unlawful 6-cent 
rate was granted and accepted on wis basis, 
and bills were rendered and paid at that rate 
per car lot, each car being specifically item- 
ized. Moreover, the mere fact that more than 
one car went forward in the same train would 
not require the inference that they were all} 
_part of one shipment any more than would 
the fact that if a shipment of five cars on one 
order should happen to be moved in five dif- 
ferent trains resolved that transaction into 
five separate shipments. 

Making Scapegoat of Rate Clerk. 

“Respecting the defendant's claim that the 
representations by the Alton rate clerk had 
misled it into the sincere belief that the 
Alton’s 6-cent rate had been filed 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
“sion, it ig proper to recall here that 
in the opening statement of its case to the 
jury the defendant asserted its position to be 
that, under the statute, the rate need not be 
filed to make lawful its acceptance by a 
shipper. Thereafter, during the introduction 
of defendant’s evidence, the court asked de- 
fendant’s counsel whether the traffic manager 
was in fact so misled. That gentleman being 
then Jn court was cajled Into conference by 
the defendant’s counsel, at the end of which 
cownsel stated to the court the traffiC man- 
ager ‘Tella me he assumed that the Alton 
company did its legal duty in that regard.’ At 
the conclusion of the argument on the ad- 
missibility of this evidence. the court ruled 
that inasmuch as the law requires the carrier 
to keep the schedule at its freight office for 
public inspection, and made it a misdemeanor 
for the shipper to accept a rate that was 
not thus published by the carrier, it was the 
defendant’s duty to make diligent endeavor in 
good faith to ascertain at the carrier's office 
vahether the rate had been so filed; that the 
defendant was charged with such knowledge 
as this inquiry would have disclosed, and 
that, therefore, evidence was admissible tend- 
ing to show that the defendant made _ the 
inquiry and was misled by the railway com- 
pany into innocently believing that the rate 
had been filed. Thereupon the traffic man- 
ager was called to the stand, and testified 
that on eacn of the three occasions, when 
he received the specia] billing order naming 
the 6-cent rate, he had inquired of the rate 
clerk whether the rate had been filed, and 
was informed that it had been. 

‘If the traffic manager merely assumed the 
rate hed been filed, of course he did not on 
three occasions specifically ask whether it 
had been filed. A jury is not required to 
accept an obviously improbable thing as true 
merely because in a lawsuit a witness may 
testify to ite having happened. 

‘In the federal court on a verdict of gullty 
it is the duty of the court to fix the punish- 
ment. The defendant having offered certain 
tariff schedules in the trial as tending to 
show that during the period covered by the 
indictment there was available to it and the 
general shipping public via the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois road an open, published, law- 
ful rate of 6% cents from Whiting to East 
' St. Louis, which rate it was represented was 
equal to the 6-cent rate via the Alton road, 
owing to certain terminal charges, and the 
court being of the opinion that this fact, if 
true, should be considered in mitigation, al- 
though inadmissible before the jury on the 
question of guilt or innocence the court di- 
rected the production of all schedules bearing 
on the Chicago and Bastern Illinois rate. 

What Court Learns. 

“From these, it appeared that in September, 
1895, the Eastern Illinois Company, in con- 
nection with the Cleveland) Cincinnati, Chica- 
go and St. Louis and other railway com- 
panies, issued and filed with the interstate 
commerce commission joint tariff number 
79866. This was a class tariff and fixed a 
rate of 18 cents per hundred pounds on oil 
from Chicago to East St. Louls. On October 
8, 1895, the Eastern Illinois Company issued 
and filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission its commodity tariff No. 8073, fixing 
&@ rate of 64% cents per hundred pounds @n oil 
from Dolton, Ill, to Hast St. Louis, and 
providing that out of this rate a switching 
charge of not to exceed §3 per car would be 
absorbed on shipments from Whiting, Ind., 
July 1, 1903. Sixty days prior to the begin- 
ning of the period covered by the indictment 
in this case the Easterm Illinois Company 
issued its joint tariff No. 17679. This gen- 
eral class tariff provided that between Chica- 
go suburban Stations, tncluding Whiting, 
Ind., ahd East St. Louis, Dl., ‘the current 
rate in effect from Chicago. IJl., should apply, 
except on coal, coke, grain and grain prod- 
ucts, lumber and articles taking the same 
rates or arbitraries higher, live stock and 
hay.’ Oil was not included in these commodi- 
ties. Among the tariffs specifically named 
in connection with which this schedule was 
to be effective were tariff. No. 7986, above 
mentioned, which fixed a rate of 18 cents per 
hundred pounds on of] from Chicago to East 
St. Louis and tariff No. @ hereinbefore re- 
ferred to, to which the Eastern Illfnois road 
was a party, which ts described as a tariff 
on ‘Classes and “&ommodities between Chicago 
and East St. Louis,’ and which also showed 
the rates on ofl to be 18 cents. 

“This tariff, 17678, was distributed by the 
Eestern Illinois company to all of its freight 
egents and filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission. Its effect was to exhibit 
to the general shipping pubile a rate of 18 
cents on oll from Whiting to East St. Louis. 
It was not, however, included among the 
schedules offered in evidence by the defen- 
Gant for the purpose of establishing a 6\- 
cent rate on oil.

shown by its schedule No. 8073 effective in 
October, 1895, issued what it denominates 
Amendment No. 1 to tariff No. 7986.’ That 
being the Eastern Illinois class tariff of Sep- 
tember, 1895, which had fixed a rate of 18 
cents: per hundred pounds on of] from Chicago 
to Bast St. Loufs and which was embraced 
within the general class tariff No. 17679, 
above referred to. This amendment purported 
to cancel 6%-cent Whiting-East St. Louis oil 
rate show in tariff 8073, filed with the com- 
mission in 1895 and named a commodity rate 
on oil of 6% cents per hundred pounds from 
Chicago and Dolton Junction, Ill, to East 
St. Louls. However, this amendment No. 1 
was not filed with the interstate commerce 
commission until March, 1906, one year after 
the expiration of the period covered by the 
indictment amid hearly three years after its 
issue. In view of these facts, the Eastern 
Illinois situation cannot serve the purpose in 
this case of excusing, or to any extent pal- 
liating, the defendant’s acceptance of the un- 


lawful Chicago and Alton 6-cent rate. 
May Establish Auto Line. 


Waynesboro, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Waynesboro and Girard will in the near fu- 
ture be connected by an auto line, which 
will carry both passengers and freight. Ac- 
cording to the plans proposed by W. R. Bux- 
ton. Mr. Buxton was in the city and talked 
to several of our business men. Already 
$1,500 hae been raised in Girard from a few 
of their business men, and if it is organized 
more will come from both places. Girard 
is a thriving little town abowt 25 miles from 
Waynesboro, and has no means of communi- 
cation with the outside other than by private 
conveyance. 

Determining the Penalty. ; 


“For the guidance of the court in de- 
termining the penalty to be fixed in this 
case, the court requested counsel to furnish 
information as to what, if any, corporation 
held the stock of the defendant Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana; what the outstanding 
capital stock of si@ch holding company waé, 
and what its net earnings and dividends 
were for the three years covered by the in- 
dictment. This information the defendant’s 
counsel refused to give. The court, therefore, 
caused subpenas to be issued requiring the 
presence here of the principal officers of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, and of the 
Standard Oil] Company of New Jersey. On 
the examination of the president and secre- 
tary of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, it appeared that a very large pro- 
portion of the stock of the defendant Stan- 
dard Oi] Company ‘of Indiana was held by 
individuals for the stockholders of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of New Jersey; that the 
outstanding capital stock of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey was approximately 
one hundred million dollars; that the annual 
dividends of that company dvwring the three 
years covered by the indictment were approx- 
imately 40 per cent, and that its net earnings 
for the period mentioned were approximately 
two hundred million dollars. It also appeared 
from a certified copy of a resolution of the 
stockholders of the StarM@ard Oil Company of 
Indiana increasing its capital stock, that of 
its million dollars capital, ail but four one- 
hundred-dollar shares were owned by what is 
called ‘Standard Oil Trust.’ 

“The rule governing the proceeding as 
found in Bishop's New Criminal Law, volume 
1, sections 948 and 950, is as follows: 

‘“““The entice transaction in which a crime 
was committed may embrace more of wick- 
edness than the indictment charges; or there 
may be other circumstances of aggravation, 
on the one hand, or of mitigation on the 
other. Therefore, if the law has given the 
court a discretion as to the punishment, in 
pronouncing sentence, it will look into any 
evidence proper to. influence a judicious 
magistrate to make it heavier or lighter. Or 
this sort of evidence may be delivered to the 
jury at the trial if it has the assessment of 
the punishment. But we have authority for 
the proposition that in such @ cAse the ag- 
gravating matter must not be of a crime 
separate from the one charged in the indict- 
ment—a rule perhaps not applicable where 
the court determines, after verdict, the pun- 
ishment. . . ‘This evidence, thus address- 
ed to the discretion of the judge, need not 
be attended by the formalities required on the 
main issues before the jury. A witness may 
be compelled by subpena to be present.’ 

“At the conclusion of. the supplementary ex- 
amination of the officers of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, above referred to, 
the court offered to hear any evidence that 
might pe submitted by the defendant as tend- 
ing to show that neither it nor the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey had ever violated 
the interstate commerce law before, such evli- 
dence to be considered by the court in miti- 
gation of punishment. 

“On the folowing day, Monday, the de- 
fendant’s counsel presented to the cout its 
formal reply, denying the propriety of such 
an inquiry, and declining of its own motion 
to submit anything. From this document, the 
court quotes the following: 

“ ‘Bor this defendant now to assert its in- 
nocence of matters that it is charged with, 
or attempt to show thet ft has been innocent 
of any wrong-doing in connection with mat- 
ters outeide of this record, when there is 
nothing before the court charging it with 
such wrong-doing, would present a situation 
unheard of in Anglo-Saxon  furisprudence. 
Thie court. in the absence of anything to the 
contrary, paying no attention to the gossip 
of the street or the charges of the mob, and 
guided by the fundamental law of the land, 
must certainly presume the complete inno- 
cence of this defendant of any prior violations 
of the interstate commerce laws, and fix its 
penalty, if any, solely on the record in this 
case.” 

“And again: - 

“If the occasion, however, shall ever arise 


in any appropriate proceeding, where this de- | 


fendant can, without any waiver of its legal 
rights or legal status, subject itself to an 
investigation of the. question of its having 
heretofore violated the interstate commerce 
law, it will avail itself of that opportunity 
and it will certainly appear that, since the 
passage of that law, there has been no viola- 
tion of its provistons by either the Standard 
Oll Company of New Jersey or by this de- 
fendant.’ 
Insolence of Ol Trast, 

‘‘Waiving the question of the studied inso- 
lenc eof this language, insofar as it may be 
aimed at the present occupant of the bench, 
the court can, of course, only leave to the 
discretion of the Standard Oil Company the 
wisdom and propriety of a hundred-million- 
dollar corporation gratuitiously inaugurating 
agitation about the ‘mob.” The point of this 
incident is that when in compliance with de- 
fendant’s previously expressed reservation, 
the court offered to hear evidence going into 
the question @f the Standard Oil Company's 
prior good behavior, an offer, which was 
announced by the court in the presence of 
the president, vice president and secretary of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
their counsel, after conference, declined to 
present any witness to testify on this sub- 
ject, choosing rather to stand upon the law's 
presumption of innocence. Of course on the 
trial of a defendant for a specific offense, 
this presumption is indulged in favor of 
that defendant as to that offense, but where, 
as in this case, the crime charged was the 
acceptance of a preferential rate, in viola- 
tion of a law that had been on the books for 
nearly twenty years; where during a period 
of eighteen months 1,900 car loads of proper- 
ty. were shipped at an unlawful rate, which 
amounted to but one-third of the rate avail- 
able to the general shipping public; where 
the convicted defendant’s transportation af- 
fairs were in the charge of an expert traf- 
fic official of at least ordinary intelligence 
and many years railroad experience, and who 
®as a frequent visitor at the general freight 
office of the railroad company; where the 
unlawful rate was shown only by a paper ap- 
pearing on its face to be a special billing or-~ 
der, and which directed the settlement for 
service rendered at the rate which it author- 
ized should be made through the railway 
company’s auditor’s office instead of at the 
railroad station or freight office as is done 
by the general shipping; and where the de- 
fendant when.brought to trial persistently 
maintains that the constitution of the United 
States guarantees to it the right to make @ 
private contract for a railroad rate, this court 
is obliged to confess that he is unable to in- 
dulge the presumption that in this case the 
defendant was convicted of its virgin offense. 

‘It is the defendant’s position that its of- 
fense was wholly technical; that nobody has 
been ‘injured because there was no other ship- 
per of oil, and that, therefore, the punish- 
ment, if any, should be a modest fine. This 
impresses the court as a pecuilar argument. 
It is novel Indeed, for a convicted defendant 
to urge the complete triumph of a dishonest 
course as a reason why such course should go 
unpunished. Of course, there was no other 
shippér of oil, nor could there be so long as 
by a secret arrangement the property of the 
Standard Oil] Company was hauled by ralil- 
way common carriers for one-third of what 
anybody else would have to pay. It requires 
no very great wisdom to understand that if 
other men of capital, genius and integrity 
should embark in the oll business and pos- 
sess themselves of all the facilities known to 
the trade, the methods unveiled in this pro- 
ceeding would force them out. The only way 
for them to stay in the oll business would be 
for them to adopt the practice of this defen- 
dant and procure the great public power of 
railway companies to be secretly perverted in 
their interest.’ Under no other possible theory 
could they hope to survive. Nor is this the 
only injury. To the extent that the Standard 
Oil Company has not paid what the law re- 
quires that it should pay, the shippers of 
other kinds of property have had to bear the 
burden. To the rate which it would be fair 
for the railway company to charge for the 
transportation of products of the farm and 
factory has been added what the Standard Of! 
Company did not pay for the transportation 
of its property. And herein lies not the least 
vicious element of such a system. In addi- 
tion to this is the question of common hon- 
esty among men, which ought not to be alto- 
gether ignored in business even in this day. 
The conception and execution of such a com- 
mercial policy necessarily involves the con- 
tamination of subordinate officers or em- 
ployees, even looking to the time when testi- 
mony will be required for the protection of 
the revenues of the offender from the éxac- 
tion of the law for its violation. We might 
as well look at this situation squarely. 

Worse Than Counterfeiters. 

“The men who thus deliberately violate this 
law wound socie@fy more deeply than does he 
who counterfeits the coin or steals letters 
from the mail.

Crime and Revenue. 

‘In this connection it may be observed that 
the figures exhibiting the net earnings of 
the Standard Oi! Company of New Jersey dur- 
ing the period covered by this indictment are 
exceedingly instructive because of the pe- 
culiarly intimate relation between the char- 
acter of the crime and the revenues of the 
oifender. 

“The la wprohibiting preferential 
rates was passed twenty years ago. 
tion was preceded py vigorous opposition In- 
terposed by those who had been the bene- 
ficiarles of the vicious practices its enact- 
ment was designed to abolish. Immediately 
thereafter these persons set about to devise 
means for its evasion. The records of the 
courts and of the interstate commerce com- 
mission show the employment of a large 
variety of schemes to accomplish this result.

law with a view to the accomplishment of its 
great object. Finally in 1903 the Elkins law 
was passed. The court recalls that at that

Case to be Appealed.

After some debate between the court 
and the attorneys for the government 
and the company, it was agreed that the 
attorneys for the defense should be given 
sixty days In which to file a bill of ex- 
ceptions. 

“The court is as anxious to have this 
case taken to the court of appeals as 
anybody,” said Judge Landis, “‘and I am 
willing that sufficient time be given. It 
must go to the higher court through the 
regular channels. No exception will is- 
sue until the certificate has been present- 
ed to the court and fully examined.” 

It is expected that the case will be 
heard during the January term of the 
United States court of appeals.

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HISTORY OF THE FIGHT 
FOR STATE PROHIBITION

When more than two thousand mem,

Descendants of Signers of Declaration of Inde pend- 
ence Will Convene at Jamestown Exposition 
on October 19. 


The descendants of the “signers” of 
the Declaration of Independence are 
planning to hold a convention on Oc- 
tober 19, at the Jamestown exposition, 
this being the one hundred and twenty- 
sixth anniversary of the surrender of 
Cornwallis to General. Washington at 
Yorktown. | 

A prelimnary meeting for organiza- 


tion was held on July Sth, in the Penn- 


sylvania state building, at which over 
one hundred descendants were present. 
A committee was appointed to draft a 
constitution and set of by-laws, and 
it is the purpose to perfect the organ- 
ization on the {9th of October. 

There were three Georgians who sign- 


ed the Declaration of Independerce— known among the British erown, and was; 


Lyman Hall, George Walton and Bute 
ton Gwinnett—and an effort is being 
made to ascertain all of the descend- 
cnts of each of these patriots.

Chattanooga Would Let Road 
Reach Tennessee River 


LEGISLATORS ARE IMPRESSED 


Members of Georgia Assembly Visit 
Chattanooga and Consider the 
Wharf Feature—Yards Would 
Be Near the Wharf. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 3.—(Spe- 
¢ial.)\—The Georgia legislators who visit- 
ed Chattanooga today for the purpose of 
familiarizing themselves with the situa- 
tion in connection with the opening of 
Broad street and the development of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad property. 
were presented with another feature of 
the proposition py the Chattanooga com- 
mittees. This is the purchase by the 
State of Georgia of a-wharf in the east- 
érn portion of the city on the Tennes- 
see river, near Boyce Station, on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. It is 
proposed by the Chattanoogans that the 
State of Georgia agree to the opening 
of Broad street through the Western 
and Atlantic yards here. From the 
money realized from this, together with 
the sale of property developed which 
would not be needed by ‘the state, it 
would be possible for the Western and 
Atlantic to acquire river facilities of 
considerable more value than at present 
possessed by any railroad in the city. 

When the questign of extending Broad 
mtreet through these yards was first 
brought up the old agreement was r*- 
membered between the city and the state 
of Georgia, whereby the street through 
the yards was closed\up in consideration 
of Georgia abandoning a track down 
Broad street to the river front. The 
Chattanooga committee was asked to in- 
vestigate and find what could be done 
to secure river facilities for the rail- 
road. The result of this investigation 
is the proposed wharf in the eastern 
end of the city. Near the wharf is prop- 
erty available for yard purposes. An 
agreement has been secured from the 
steamboat companies by which all steam- 
ers will land at any wharf which might 


be bought by the Western and Atlantic. 


The legislators were taken out to in- 
spect the property. Without exception 
all were much pleased with the situation, 
They were also informed as to just what 
the city of Chattanooga wanted the pres- 
ent legislature to do. This was to cre- 
ate a commission with authority to take 
up with the city of Chattanooga the mat- 
ter of opening these yards and other- 
wise straightening out the railroad situ- 
ation here, so far as the Western and 
Atlantic is concerned. 

The party that was here today was 
composed of about thirty senators, head- 
ed by Senator Felder, trom Bibb, and 
an equal mumber ot representatives, 
Hooper Alexander, chairman of the leg- 
islative committee on the state property, 
being also in tne party. ‘They arrived 
here on @ special train and were ‘iher- 
aily entertained. Most ot the visitors 
will remuin over tonight and 89 
pack to Atlanta Sunday night.

ARKANSAS 


Hundred and forty Sparklers 
Picked Up in Pike County, 


LIKE THE KIMBERLY MINE 


Experts Say that the Volcanic Dia- 
mond Bearing Blue Earth Ex- 
ists in Arkansas—Diamonds 
Were Found By Farmer 
In His Field. 


Little Rock, Ark., August 3.—Diamonds 
to the number of 140 have been picked 
up it Pike county, Arkansas, two and a 
half miles from Murfreesboro. The first 
of two diamonds was made several 
months ago by John Wesley Huddle- 
ston on his farm. He sent them to 
Charles S. Stifft, a jeweler and diamond 
merchant of Little Rock. 

They were pronounced fienuine first ‘by 
him, afterwards by the diamond experts 
of Nermod Jaccard &King Co., and Bol- 
land & Sons, of St. Loulfs, by Arnslein 
Bros. & Co., New York, and finally by 
Dr, George F. Kunsse, vice president of 
the geological survey, who, however, 
stated that a single diamond had been 
found in twenty-nine different places in 
the United States, but they were of gla- 
cial or drift origin. We would not, 
therefore, go on record as giving an 
opinion as to the value of the find. Later 
he vsited the Pike county field in com- 
pany with Dr. H. 8S. Washington, the 
geologist of New York, and found the 
strata like that of the Kimberly mine, 
volcanic, and contaiining the damnd 
bearng clay. He then authorized the 
use of his name as to the genuineness 
of the diamnod. 

While diamonds have been found be- 
fore singly, this is said to eb the first 
discovery in Amerca of diamonds in 
quantity or in volcanic diamnd-bearing 
blue earth,

PROHIBITION 


STIRS TEXAS 


State Anti-Saloon Law to Be 
Urged Upon the State 
Legislature, 


Austin, Tex., August 3.—(Specia!.)—The 
prohibition quegtion is ever a present | 
one in Texas. For several] years past. 
it‘has been moving with relentiess force | 


onward until up to recently all but one 
or two counties in north Texas was dry, 
and many in central and south Texas 
were in a similar condition.. During the 
past six months, however, the wets have 
made some inroads into the dry sections, 
though not. to such an extent as to dis- 
courage the prohis, who areas busily en- 
@aged as ever in pushing their’ campaign 
for a general state prohibition law, which 
they claim will be presented to the ieg- 
islature which meets here in regular ses- 
sion one year from next January, 

Several attempts were made to get up 
a prohibition law at the legislative ses- 
sion ‘but recently adjourned, but the 
effort was successfully thwarted by the 
enactment of a compromise law known 
as the Baskin-McGregor MHquor law, 
which requires very stringent regulation 
of the liquor traffic, and it is thought 
that under the operations of this new 
law, which went into effect on July 12, 
that the prohibitionists will be somewhat 
handicapped in their efforts to secure the 
agitation for State prohibition. That they 
will continue the fight in the ce of al- 
most certain defeat, however, now seenis 
apparent. 

This spring the prohis received a good 
many backsets, principally by reason. of 
the fact that they thought they were 
more powerful than they. were. . Where 
they have been content to go Into smal! 
communities they have been successfv! 
in getting. that “precinct” and in many 
instances whole. counties dry: Fanned 
to renewed energy and marked excite- 


ment.in consequence. of these smal] vic-

torles the prahis undertook ‘to carry the 
war into the big cities, and they went 
against their Waterloo right..

Drastic Liquor Regulations. 

This new law prevents any, saloon from 
opening up in any section in any city, 
town or village without first securing the 
consent of at least a majority of the res- 
identers of that block. It also provides 
the forfeiture of the license if the sa- 
loon does not close up every night at 
midnight and remain closed until 5 a. m. 
and provides further that all saloons 
shall be closed from midnight Saturday 
night throughout Sunday and until 5 
o'clock Monday morning. Any one can 
fille complaint against a saloonkeeper 
without cost to himself for any violation 
that he may personally see and if con- 
victed the saloonkeeper’s license is taken 
away from him, he is fined anywhere 
from $100 to $5,000 and jail sentences 
as the gravity of the charge under the 
provisions of the law provides for, and 
he cannot resume business again for two 
years from date of his conviction. If no 
one objects at that time he can again 
enter busines, but a second offense for- 
ever preciudes him from getting another 
liquor license anywhere in the state and 
alos prevents any other saloon man from 
giving him employment under penalty of 
forfeiting the license of the man who

EFFECT OF THE SUN’S HEAT 
ON THE CROPS OF EARTH

cently made by investigators all over 
the world in translating into knowledge 
the results of many months of sun tel- 
escopic work. 

The astrophysical observatory was es- 
tablished by the late Professor S. P. 
Langley in°!880 in order that, when he 
became secretary of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, he might continue his work 
begun at Allegheny. It 1s now supported 
by an annual appropriation and admin- 
istered by the Smithsonian institution. 
It is devoted to the study of the make- 
up of the heavenly bodies and their ef- 
fect upon the earth. Mr. Abbott has for 
several years been making investigations 
in Washington, and the last two sum- 
mers at Mount Wilson, Cal., which have 
fesulted in the successful measurement 
of the amount of heat transmitted by 
the sun to the earth. It has been deter- 
mined also that this amount of heat va- 
ries from year to year, and that as the 
sun's heat diminishes or increases, the 
prevailing temperature of the earth is 
correspondingly cooler or warmer. 
war. Abbott spoke of his work in the 
folowing words: 

‘Careful studies are just being com- 
pleted which show the actual change of 
temperature to be expected as the con- 
Sequence of variation of the sun's rays. 
The result is that if the sun varies 
per eent and back again in a year, tne

long range predictions.” 

Turning to the more general topic of 
the recent advance in the study of. the 
sua, Mr. Abbott said: ‘Two important 
and international conferences to consid- 
er Solar research have been held, the 
first in St. Louis in 1904, the second at 
Oxford, England, in 19%, and an ‘Inter- 
national Union for Cooperation in Solar 
Research’ has been formed.”

The Smithsonian Work. 

Referring again to the Smithsonian 
work. Mr. Abbott explained that the 
government astrophysical observatory 
was the first of the kind to be estab- 
lished in this country, following out 
the iaea of Secretary Langley'’s “new 
astronomy.” 

“Other work of the same general 
he continued, “is now being 
done at the Carnegie Solar Observatory 
on Mount Wilson in California, where 
photographs are taken every day, and 
where studies are made of the time of 
rotation of the sun, the spectrum of 
sun spots, and similar subjects. Solar 
photographs are now taken regularly 
at the United States Naval Observatory, 
just outside Washington, which clicks 
out the time every noon, and it is also 
definitely intended to undertake solar 
observations at the Mount Weather 
Station of the weather bureau in Vir- 
ginia. 

“Special studies of interest, partic- 
ularly to physicians and astronomers 
are to be unaertaken by this newly- 
formed international union, one of 
which is the gettihNg of a standard to 
measure thg waves of light. This means 
merely making more accurate the pre- 
viously accepted Angstrom units by 
which astronomers take measurements 
of heavenly bodies. It is by these units 
of light waves that the make-up of the 
Stars is determined and also the speed 
they travel threugh space. Therefore 
any error in a unit, however slight, 
means a difference of a billion fold in 
the resulting calculations.” 

“All astronomers are interested in the 
work being carried on by the Interna- 
tiona’ Geodetic Association on the de- 
termination of the amount of variation 
of latitude cue to the periodic wander- 
ing of the north and south poles. The 
wandering of the poles was establishes 
as a fact nearly a score of years ago by 
Mr. 8S. C. Chandler, of Cambridge, Mass., 
who discovered that at different pe- 
riods the latitude of places changed as 
much as thirty or fo*ty feet, a consid- 
erable amount when there is astron- 
omical work to be done. This discovery 
accounted for what had been called er-

THE LATE GEORGIA DEMOCRACY! 


There are few things so strange that they may not be surpassed 
in strangeness. Accustomed to this character of events these days, 
or inured to them by their slow processes of evolution, we almost 
cease to wonder until hauled up short by some simple reference or 
incident and brought face to face with bald, protruding truth. Ten 
years ago the wreck of organized democracy would have been viewed 
with horror in Georgia. Today it is accomplished without a ripple 
of excitement. Not that any one has ground of complaint; on the 
contrary, only the people are concerned and it is the popular will 
that makes it so. The people are the supreme arbiters of their tem- 
poral destiny, and their demands must find concordant expression 
from the various governmental departments which they have created. 

But it is not so many years ago that the call of democracy or of 
the democratic party was superior to every other political consider- 
ation. Just now the fact is recalled by the very interesting and any- 
thing but dull correspondence between the Hon. Thomas E. Wat- 
son, of McDuffie, and Bishop Warren A. Candler, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South—a correspondence largely personal, yet 
concerning two men of such prominence as gives to it widespread 
public import. 

Bishop W. A. Candler recalls the fact that in the campaign of 


1896 he refused to stump the state for the nominee of the populist 
party, who had corralled the prohibition plank, because he disap-: 


political ends. Politically, he was a democrat; morally, and relig- 


iously, he was a prohibitionist. Thus he draws the distinction: 

In that campaign Mr. Watson and his party associates undertook to give 
the people of Georgia a dose of populism in a capsule of prohibition. They 
misie@ some good men. But when it was given out, without my knowledge 
or consent, that I would stump the state for the nominee of the populist party 
for governor, I promptly contradicted the statement, and deprecated the ef- 
fort to use the prohibition cause for any party ends whatsoever. 


That was eleven years ago! 

Things are entirely different today. 

The evidences are all about us that the time has come when ap- 
peals on the ground of party loyalty can no longer be made in Geor- 
gia. The people are doing their own thinking. If organized democ- 
racy thinks the same way—all right; if not, then out with organized 
democracy! It may be said, it is true, that we have a white party— 
a party comprising practically all the white citizens of the state re- 
gardless of former political alignment—in which are to be found, at 
last, democrats, populists, republicans and prohibitionists, but as for 
organized democracy setting the pace for their political conduct, it is 
a question of the past. 

The very first thing done by the legislature is the enactment of 
a law which time and again the Georgia democracy has repudiated, 
a law against which the recent Macon platform itself entered protest 
in its indorsement of local option after specifically turning down a 
state prohibition plank. Former populists and democrats alike were 
at the head and forefront of the movement. 

Even the governor, declaring for local option and urging the 
platform of the party as a guide in all matters of pending legislation, 
was swept aside. 

No word or sentence is here said by way of complaint. The 
action accords with the wishes of those whose authority to take the 
step is unquestioned. The new condition is accepted gracefully and 
good citizenship throughout the state will adjust itself in accord 
with it and in the determination to make the new law effective. 

It is said to be a settled fact that Judge James K. Hines, for years 
the avowed enemy of the Georgia democracy, and once the candidate 
against its nominee for governor, is to be tendered one of the highest 
positions in the gift of the state, the first vacancy on the supreme 
bench. 
Nor is this said with any view of fault-finding. Judge Hines 
will, no doubt, make a capable and efficient judicial officer. 

But why should we attempt longer to deceive ourselves about the 
supremacy of organized democracy in Georgia! It is a myth, and 


everybody knows it to be so. : | 
The truth of the matter is that Mr. Watson has whipped his fight 


against the organized democracy, and that is all there is about it! 
The political leaven that he planted years ago has done its work, | 
and today the victory is his. The breaking of party lines, for which | 
he fought, and is still fighting, has come to pass. : 

And the people of the state have thrown political creed and party 
organization to the winds and written “late” before the one-time! 
Georgia democracy. 

There are certain things the people want and mean to have. 
They have begun to have them in the states; they have begun to have 
them in the nation. In the accomplishment of these objects, party 
creed and party organization will be abandoned the moment they 


get in the way. 

Under whatever banner the people may align themselves they 
will ultimately demonstrate, as they have begun to do, that regard-| 
less of the views of leaders, regardless of party lines and platforms 
and creeds, their voice and will are, at last, supreme. 

In the meantime, a toast “to the late Georgia democracy! It 
fought a good fight and did a service that will never be forgotten— 


but must it now go to the scrap heap?”

The theory is a good one, but it is evident it has not worked

The bill to tax railroads by counties 
was introduced itn the legislature by 
Colonel Rankin at the session of 1878- 
79 and passed that body, to meet death 
in the senate. It was again introduced 
at the sessions of i188! and 1883, each 
time passing the house to meet death 
in the senate. 

Colonel Rankin went to the senate In 
1885 and introduced his bill there, where 
it was defeated on the ground that it 
was 2 measure to produce revenue and 
therefore should originate in the house. 

At the session of 1886 Hon. W. C. 
Glenn introduced Colonel Rankin’s Dbi!l, 
but It was pigeon-holed in the commit- 
tee room and never reported +o the 
house. At the session of 1888 a bill 
covering Colonel MRankin’s ideas was 
passed by both houses and became the 
present law upon that subject. This 
bill was introduced by Hon. W. C.

Charlies J..<@flontgomery, of Au- 
gusta, county physician of Richmond 
county, appeared recently before the 
present commission By request to discuss 
“The Need of a Scientific System of 
Identification in Georgia; With Recom- | 
mendations and Suggestions.” 

Dr. Montgomery has given this ques- 
tion close research, and his statement 
as made to the commission was heard 
with intense interest by each member. 

As Dr. Montgomery pointed out, this 
subject is one of interest, not only in 
connection with the identification of 
criminals, but a scientific system of 
identification such as he advocates may 
be profitably extended in its scope and 
usefulness in Georgia, as it has been 
extended elsewhere. 

After first referring to the importance 
of adopting some scientific system of 
identification, he compares the French 
which has been 
used for many years in different coun- 
tries, including the United States, with | 
the finger print system which has been | 
introduced into the United States since. 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition in 
1904, and has steadily gained in favor, 
promising sooner or later to supplant 
the older system. He calls to the at- 
tention of the commission that the ae 
ger print system is used with satisfac- 
tion in many parts of the world, and in 
this country is used not only in prison 
and police departments, but also in

Swinemunde, August 3.—Emperor Wil- 


liam put to sea on board the imperiai | 


yacht Hohenzollern at 8 o'clock this 
morning and met Emperor Nicholas of 
Russia, who had come down from Kron- 


stadt on the Standert. The Hohenzol- 
lern was accompanied by two. small 
cruisers and a fiotilla of torpedo boats. 


Emperor Nicholas went aboard the Ho- | 


henzollern and was invited to remain and 
review the German fleet. 
zOllern then returned to Swinemunde and 
the two emperors reviewed the German 
fleet, which consists of eighteen. battle- 
ships, seven cruisers, a number of aux- 
iHary vessels, a flotilla of torpedo boats 
and minor craft. 

Emperor Nicholas lunched on board the 
Hohenzollern, returning later to the 
Standert. The German emperor paid his 
return call to the Russian sovereign on 
board the Standert thi safternoon. The 
two sovereigns had a long talk. Prince 
Von Buelow, the German imperial chan- 
cellor, and M. Iswolsky, the Russian for- 
eign minister, were present at and took 
part in the conversation. 
During the review Swinemunde harbor 
was closed by German torpedo boats and 
special harbor police watched all boats 
nlong the wharves. As a further protec- 
tion there were large details of Russian 
secret police among the crowds that had 
gathered cn shore to witness the review.

ITS STATUS AND PROSPECTS 


This great enterprise has not recently 
been obtruded upon the public, and a- 
though the report of the board of trus- 
tees to the recent Confederate Veteran 
reunion gave pretty fully its history, 
present status and prospects, as that re- 
port was published in the mass of re- 
union matter and was probably not read 
by many, it may be well now to give a 
condensed statement of our affairs.

A board of trustees was organized, a 
charter obtained and the enterprise 
vigorously and succes¢gfully pushed with 
every prospect of success. Mr. Rouss 
had paid $60,000 of his subscription and 
would no doubt have paid the balance, 
but his death occurred and Mr. Under- 
wood, the former secretary and superin- 
tendent, brought a suit against the as- 


sociation for alleged 


commissions due, 


him, claiming that he was entitled to’ 


25 per cent commission on the Rouss do- 
nation, which was made before 
Underwood had any connection with the 
association. He got ani §$ injunction 
against Mr. Peter Rouss, son, heir and 
executor of the estate, forbidding him 
to pay any part of the $40,000 balance 
of the Rouss subscription. 

After waiting a long time on ‘“‘the law’s 
delays”’’ the case was tried before a 
Brooklyn judge and @ Brooklyn jury and 
a verdict for some $16,000 given Under- 
wood. Our counsel took an appeal and 
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court reversed the lower court and de- 
cided every point in our favor., Six 
months’ further delay was had by the 
pretense of the other side that they 
would take the case to the supreme 
court of the United States, but finally 
the case was thrown out of court, the 
costs put upon the other side and the 
injunction against the Rouss estate dis- 
solved. As soon as this was done Mr. 
Peter Rouss wrote that he would pay 
balance due from the estate so soon as 
we gave him proof that we had cash in 
hand to meet the conditions of his 
father’s gift.

It ought, also, to be added that Mr. 
Peter Rouss has shown the most com- 
mendable promptness in carrying out 
the princely liberality of his father. 

At its recent meeting the board of 
trustees directed the executive commit- 
tee to-proceed at once to select a site, 
and push as 
rapidly as possible the erection of the 
memorial building. This the committee 
are proceeding to do and the day is not 
distant when the hopes of years will 
be realized, having on some suitable 
site in Richmond—the old capital] of the 
confederacy—a beautiful memorial build- 
ing which shall be an ornament to the 
city and a most fitting monument to 
our confederate cause, our leaders, our 
soldiers, our noble women and our con- 
federate people generally, besides a 
great storehouse of material from which 
the future historian can write the true 
Story of American, and especially of 
southern history. 

It may be thought by many of our

On the site of Medmenham the Danes 
established one of their camps, and in 
the neighborhood the remains of other 
ancient encampments can be seen. The 
abbey itself was built a matter of seven 
hundred years ago, and housed for sev- 
eral centuries the Cistercian monks. In 
the days of the Georges the former 
monastery had become a residence, and 
wes owned by Sir Francis Dashwood, 
who gathered around him some of the 
wildest biades of London town. (He es- 
tablished a mock order of Franciscans 
there, of which John Wilkes, of “‘Wilkes 
and Liberty’’ fame, was a member. Sir 
Francis was the grand prior. The doings 
of the order became so riotous that it 
and the abbey finally became known as 
the “Hell Fire club.” Though now in 
American hands, it still is known to 
river habitues by this lively name. 
When royalties and distinguished vis!- 
tors to the country are taken for a river 
trip it has been usuaj to visit Medmen- 
ham as a stopping wlace for refresh- 
ments on the way up, the occupants of 
the old place acting as the hoste, 

The Haunted House. 


Court, which the American 
Deacons are occupying this summer, since 
time immemorial has taken premier po- 
Sition as the haunted house par ex- 
cellence of the rver. Of course every 
old house on the river is haunted, or, 
at least, has the reputation of posses- 
sing a ghost of sorts. In olden days, 
as now, the river mansions were owned 
by the nobility, and it frequently hap- 
pened that when some noble .wanted to 
get rid of a friend an invitation wag 
extended to visit the river. Here in the 
house standing. by the murmuring 
stream the visitor was done to death 
and the body easily got rid of by 
throwing it in. the river, ' 

But Bolney Court formerly had more 
than one ghost. Years ago there were 
people who declared they saw nightly a 
procession of white-robed women wan- 
dering through the big house and ex- 
tensive grounds. Tenant after tenant 
suddenly threw up. the lease and left 
saying they could not. live there. «Var 
cant for years, the house was finally 
ordered to be pulled- down. 

So soon as excavations were made, 
ten years ago, the workmen came upon 
grave after grave. The skeletons were 
all of women. The mystery of Bolney 
Court. was solved. Fifty years _pre- 
viously the owner or. tenant, a giant 
of a man, reputed crazy, lived there 
alone in solitary grandeur, but for fe- 
male servants. These servants grad- 
ually disappeared, and new ones took 
their places as fast as the old ones 
left. No loca] women would take serv- 
ice there, and so the girls were re- 
cruited from-London or distant parts 
of the country. 

The discovered skeletons told their 
own story. The master of the house 
had unquestionably murdered a full 
score of his maids. 

Bolney Court was built up again and 
the skeletons properly buried. The 
shosts have now disappeared and: the 
new tenants probably never even heard 
the tale. , 

Amberley Cottage, where Tyler Morse 
has. heisted the Stars and Stripes,. was 
built by Earl Russell, prime minister 
of England, known best to fame as 
Lord John Russell. He was created 
Viscount Amberley at the time of the 
American civil war, and so christened 
his river house. The house, though 
called a cottage, is a big place with

Regarding “Riversdale,” 
place at Bourne End, which George 
Kessler recently bought and has re- 
named “New York Lodge,” many de- 
tails have been published, so they need 
not be repeated here. I am told, how- 
ever, that this, one of the few river 
places that have been bought outright 
by Americans, cost the champagne man 
$55,000, and he is said to be spending 
$100,000 in remodeling, enlarging and 
furnishing it. It has only twenty bed- 
rooms, end is not quite large enough 
for its new owner's requirements. In- 
cidentally, British journalistic pens 
have been dipped in gall to write of 
the renaming of “Riversdale,” and com- 
ment on the announcement that 2,000 
electric lights will illuminate the 
grounds at night.

warm winter climate. These same 
characters are here today, but in addi- 
tion have come the capitalist, the syn- 
dicate and the ardent dollar chaser. 
Egypt is now a land of banks and stock 
exchanges. It throngs with civil en- 
gineers, irrigation experts and men in- 
terested in the development of the 
country by electricity and steam. The 
delta or the great fan of land which 
begins at Cairo and stretches out to 
the Mediterranean is gridironed with 
iron tracks and railroad trains now 
carry one almost to the heart of cen- 
tral Africa. When I was last here about 
sixteen years ago, Egypt was importing 
goods to the amount of twenty-five or 
thirty million dollars. She is now buy- 
ing more than $100,000,000 worth every 
twelve months and her exports are m0re 
than :twice what they were at that 
time. They now amount to $110,000,- 
000 a year, and are increasing right 
along. 

In other letters I shall describe the 
Wonderful banking development that has 
gone on here and the extraordinary in- 
crease in land values throughout the 
whole valley of the Nile... I am told that 
in the lower delta farm lands are sell- 
ing from $500 to $1,000 an acre, and 
that especially good tracts bring even 
more. All the ‘way up the Nile from 
Cairo to Assiout, for a distance of 
about 300 miles, you cannot buy an 
acre of cultivable land for less than 
$200, and many a farmer would refuse 
to sell his little tract for $500 per. 
Rents of lands have gone up in_ the 
same proportion, and I know of farms 


which are bringing from $20 to $50 an 
acre per year. 

The same conditions obtain as to the 
real estate of the cities. Both Cairo and

Mehamet Ali also spent an enormous 
amount on the harbor, and Ismall 
Pasha laid out more than $12,000,000 in 
the same way. Since the English took 
hold they have been steadily making oth- 
er imyprovements, and they have works 
now under way which will cost millions 
more. The commerce of the port is in- 
creasing enormously, and the city prom- 
ises to become even greater than it has 
been ‘in the past. 
Egypt in 1907. 

The conditions at Alexandria are typi- 
cal of the new Egypt. Old Mother 
Nile has drawn on the seven-league 
boots of modern progress ‘and she is 
growing in wealth like a jimson weed 
in an asparagus bed. When I first 
visited her a quarter of a century ago, 
her country was a land of the dead, 
with the obelisks and the pyramids as 
its chief landmarks. Then its most 
interesting characters were the mum- 
mified king of 2,000-odd years ago and 
her chief visitors were antiquity hunt-

Coming In. 

I find Egypt changing in character. The 
Mohammedans are being corrupted by 
the Christians, and the simple living 
taught by the Koran, whereby the be- 
liever abstains from strong drink and 
other vices, has become infected with 
the gay and giddy pleasures of wwe 
French. Calro, the city of the Arabian 
nights, is fast becoming a city of Paris- 
ian nights, and the Mohammedan call 
to prayer is now mingled with the bac- 
chanalian songs of the cafe chantants. 
In many cases the system of the harem 
is being exchanged for something worse. 
The average Mohammedan has but one 
wife, but in many cases he has a sweet- 
heart in a house around the corner. 

The ghouls of modern science are rob- 
bing the graves of those who made the 
pyramids. A telephone line has been 
stretched out of Cairo almost to the ear 
of the Sphinx, and there is a hote] at 
the base of the pyramid of Cheops, 
where English men and women drink 
brandy and soda between their games 
of tennis and golf. 

The Egypt of today js a land of mighty 
hotels and multitudinous tourists. Our 
consul general estimates that Americans 
alone spend almost four million dollars 
here every winter, and the English, 
French and Germans spend almost as 
much. He estimates that there are ten 
thousand Americans who visit the Nile 
valley every season, and that it costs 
each one of them something like $!0 per 
day for an average stay of two months. 

Cabs, Trains and Automobiles. 

When I first visited this country the 
donkey was the chief means of trans- 
port, and men, women and children went 
about on long-eared beasts, with Arab 
boys in biue gowns following behind 
and urging the animals along by poking 
sharp sticks into patches of bare flesh, 
as big as a dollar, which had been de- 
nuded of skin for the purpose.

ceives of the land of the Pharaohs is the 
tall minarets which here and there 
reach above the other buildings of the 
city, and the voices of the muezzins as 
they stand upon them and call out to 
the Mohammedans to come to prayer. 
The Mohammedans Growing Rich. 
The changes which I have described 
are by no means confined to the Chris- 
tians. The natives are growing rich 
and the Mohammedans are for the first 
time in the history of Egypt piling up 
money. They are investing their sur- 
plus in real estate, and it is this that 
has done much to swell all land values, 
Egypt is still a country of the Egyp- 
tians, notwithstanding the government 
of the English and the influx of the 
foreigners. It has now about 10,000,000 
people and of these 9,800,000 are either 
Arabs or descendants of the original 
Egyptians. The most of them are Mo- 
hammedans, although there are all told 
something like 600,000 Copts. The 
Copts are the descendants of the 
ancient Egyptians. They have a rude 
kind of Christianity, and are, as a body, 
better educated and wealthier than the 
Mohammedans. They are noted as 
clerks and accountants and are also 
fine workmen in gold and silver and in 
other such’ trades. They are money 
makers and money savers and I under- 
stand that many of them, especially in 
upper Egypt, are now making fortunes. 
The pure Mohammedans do not, as a 
rule, go into banking or money-lending: 
That is against the Koran and they in- 
vest most of their savings in lands. 
Foreigners in Egypt. 


The foreign population of Egypt is 
less than 200,000. The greater part of 
it is to be found in Alexandria and 
Cairo, and jin the other towns of the 
Nile valley, as well as in Suez and Port 
Said. There are more Greeks than any 
other. The Greeks have been exploiting 
the Egyptians and the Nile vailey for 
more than 2,000 years, and they are to- 
day the sharpest, shrewdest and most 
unscrupulous business men in it. They 
do much of the banking and money 
lending, and until the government. es- 
tablished banks of its own and brought 
down the rate of interest, they demand- 
ed an enormous usury from the Egyp- 
lian peasants. They loaned money on 
lands and crops, and therr interest rate 
is said to have averaged i50 per cent 
per annum. 

This was ahanged about six years ago 
by the estab&shment of the Agricultural 
bank on the part of the government, 
that bank lending money to the farm- 
ers at 9 per cent to within 50 per cent 
of the value of their farms. Today the 
peasants all over Egypt can get money 
at 9 per cent, and the Greeks nave had 
to come down on their rates. There are 
now over forty thousand Greeks in 
Egypt, and they operate as far north 
as the Sudan. 

The Italians number about twenty-five 
thousand, and the French somewhere 
between fifteen and twenty thousand. 
There are many Italfan shops here in 
Alexandria, and there are hundreds of 
Italians doing business in Cairo. They 
also furnish some of the best me- 
chanics. Many of them are masons, and 
the greater part of the Assouan dam 
and other works of a similar nature 
have been constructed by them. 

There are also Germans, Austrians and 
Russians, together with a few Ameri- 
cans and Belgians. The Germans are 
largely in evidence as clerks, and they 
Carry on mercantile businesses in many 
of the cities. The British community 
amounts to about twenty thousand, but 
a large number of these are soldiers or 
civil officials, and among then are 
something like six thousand Maltese and 
Six hundred British East Indians. Prac- 
tically the whole government is admin- 
istered by the British, although many 
of the subordinate officers are native 
Egyptians. There are some French 
among the officials who have held over 
from the time when France was power- 
ful fn Egypt; a few have come here to 
manage sugar and cotton mills owned 
by Frenchmen, and others are shop- 
keepers in Alexandria and Cairo. 


Alexandria the Ancient. 

Returning to Alexandria, sitting here 
in this $5 a day hotel, surrounded by all 
the luxuries of Paris or New York, I find 
it hard to realize that I am in one of the 
very oldest cities of history. I started 
out today to look up relics of the psat, 
going in a cab by mile after mile of 
modern buildings, and traveling over the 
site of the metropolis which flourished 
here long before Christ was born. The 
only object of note still left is Pompey’s 
pillar, and that is new in comparison 
with the earliest history of old Bgypt. 
It was put up only sixteen hundred 
years ago, and long after Alexandria 
had become one of the greatest cities of 
the world. The monument has been gaid 
to stand over the grave of Pompey, but 
it was really erected by an Egyptian pre- 
fect ag a landmark for sailors, a burning 
fire uwpon its top being visible for miles 
about this part of the Medtterranean 
eea. hTe pillar consists of a massive col- 
van of polished granite ag big around 
as the boiler of a railroad locomotive 
end as high as a ten-story flat. It con- 
sists of ome solid bleck of stone, stand- 
ing straight up on a pedestal. It was 
dug out of the quarries of Assouan far 
up the Nile valley and was brought down 
the river on rafts and lifted in some way 
or other to its present position. An evi- 
dence of its modern origin is now to ve 
seen in the excavations which the anti- 
quarians are making about the pedestal. 
During the past few months they have 
been dgging in the earth far below its 
foundation and have taken out several 
massive stone sphinxes, the heads of 
some of which are still wrapped in cloths 
in order to protect them fmom injury un- 
til they can be taken to the museums ot 
this city and Cairo. I shall send home 4 
photograph which I have just made of 
one of these sphinxes. 

They date back to the old Alexandria, 
and were chiseled out several hundred 
years before Joseph and Mary took the 
little baby Jesus on an ass across the 
desert into this valley of the Nile that 
He might not be kilied by Herod the 
king. 

It was 332 years before Christ was 
born that this city was founded by 
Alexander the Great, and I venture that 
it then had more people than it has to- 
day. It was ‘not only a great commer- 
cial port, but was a center of learning. 
religion and art. It is said to have had 
the grandest library of antiquity. Its

lords. The robes are made of very 
fine Royal scarlet cloth, trimmed with 
ermine, the rank of the wearer being 
indicated by the number of ermine 
bars which encircle the upper or shoul- 
der part of the robe. A duke shows 
four of these bars, a marquis three and 
a half—the latter going just half way 
around—an earl three, a viscount two 
and a baron only one. The cost of 
ihe robes vary according to the ca- 
pacity of the peer to drive a good 
barbain, but the average price of a 
set is about $1,000. 

Then the jeweler has to be reckoned 
with for a coronet. The occasions are 
rare in which peers are called upon to 
wear thelr crowns, and by dodging 


. these grand functions some impecunious 


noblemen have actually contrived to 
get through life without them. The 


'coronet varies in design according to 


the rank of the peer. A baron’s coro- 
net is distinguished by a circle of gold, 
edged or surmounted by six balls of 
silver. In a viscount’s coronet this 
band of plain gold is jeweled, and he 
sports twelve silver balls. <An earl’s 
eoronet is distinctive. From the cir- 
cle of gold—the band which fits around 
the head—rise several gold spikes about 
inches long, tipped with balls of 
silver, and placed between each spike 
is a strawberry leaf of gold. The 
coronet of a marquis is quite different 
from the rest. It has a row of small 
balls of silver fixed on the upper edge 
of the gold head-band, and beneath 
each is a strawberry leaf. A duke’s 
access of dignity is indicated by a lav- 
ish display of jewels on the gold head- 
band, while running along the top is 
a wreath of strawberry leaves. 


Coronets Vary in Price. 


These coronets may be made to vary 
in price according to the tastes and 
purse of the purchaser. An economic- 
ally disposed baron, who is not above 
substituting gilt for gold, may obtain 
his crown of nobility as cheap as $1/25, 
and an earl may provide himself with 
one that will pass muster in a crowd 
for $250, but their average cost runs 
well over $1,000, while for a duke’s 
headpiece $2,000 is not considered an 
extravagant price, and if he sticks the 
jewels on thick there is hardly any 
limit to the money that may be ex- 
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pended on it. Yet, even in their robes

FOR THEATERS 


Projected American Theatrical 
Trust: Not Favored in Paris 


ALL AUTHORS WOULD RESIST 


Authors of Plays in France Say If 
Any Manager Selis His Theater 
Te a Syndicate He Will Find 
Himself in Trouble.

Paris, August 3.—Most of the leading 
actors and actresses are away from 
Paris at this moment and their theaters 


}given up to cimematograph displays or 


others of the cheaper means of attracting 
the tourist. It is not easy, therefore, 
to obtain an guthorized opinion on the 
subject of the projected American the- 
atrical trust. But past experience tells 
me with what feeling theatrical mana- 
gers and the profession generally would 
regard the idea. A trust or combine of 
any sort is entirely opposed to the 
French principie of conducting a theater: 
art first and busines safterwards. It is 


' Obvious that in a vast financial under- 


taking the positions would be reversed. 
and the business man would dominate 
the artist. Various attempts have been 
made in the past to group some of the 
leading theaters on the boulevards under 
one management, but the project was 
fought .too.n and nail by that powerful 
Organization, the Dramatic Autnors’ So- 
C.@.y,. This society emioraces ail tne 
Known theatrical writers in france, and 
when a manager wants a new Play ne 
has to arrange terms with the society 
Which takes a percentage of tne prouis. 
The authors immediateiy showed a live- 
ly hostility to the trust. “Ig any mané- 
ger seils his theater to the synuicate,” 
they sa.d, “then let him loox out for 
troubis with us. None of our meinbers 
Will De allowed to write plays for him; 
his house will be boycoited.” In face 
of these threats, the trust came to the 
sround. and for the last six months we 
have heard nothing of it. 
Irreparable Harm to Art. 

It is certain that a combine of the 
sort mentioned in Reutér’s message yes- 
terday would work irreparable harm to 
the artistic side of the French stage. 
The therater here is in aivance of any 
other theater, both as regards the train- 
ing and professional education of the art- 
ists as well as by the originality of 
Dlot. cleverness of construction, and ar- 
tistic completeness of the Plays. <A gi- 
Zantic theater combination, having octo- 
pus arms outstretched to all the capitals 
ot Europe, would reduce the playhouses 
to One dead level of mediocrity and. of 
commercial profit. Gone would be the 
particular atmosphere, the distinctive 
“cachet,” of ghe French theater. You 
cannot imagine a delightfu] institution 
Such as the “repetion generale” flourish- 
ing under the dictatorship of a group of 
financial] magnates. Nothing so inter- 
esting, so intimate, so instinct with the 
peculiar artistic life of Paris, gO uncom- 
mercial (since no one pays for his seat), 
would be allowed to exist under the 
regime of the trust. 

In many other directions there would 
be great changes. Many a play is now 
accepted on its merits as a theatrical 
composition and without any great re- 
gard to the pay box. This is possible, 
owing to the French system which treats 
the theater ts an artistic institution 
rather than as a purely money-making 
concern. Of course, soem of the theaters 
provide a very profitable source of in- 
come, such as the Theater Antoine and 
the Athenee, but, taken in the bulk, the 
Parisian temples to Thespis are really 
temples, and not markets, where art is 
worshipped, instead of a traffic done in 
theatrical commodities. The Shareho)ld- 
ers look, ofcourse. to some return for 
their money, but, as a rule, they are the- 
atrical enthusiasts who estimate the 
quality of the play their manager is pro- 
ducing, rather than the number of pay- 
ing places in dress circle or amphithea- 
ter. With such a spirit abroad, the man- 
ager is not hampered by mere commer- 
cial exigencies. 

Inimical to Authors. 

If a trust were installed in the high 
places of the Paris theater, very dif- 
ferent conditions would prevail. The di- 
rector, instead of being an artist bo the 
ffnger tips and laboring, long and pa- 
tier.tly, for the perfection of every de- 
tail, and for the polishing of each par, 
would be metamorphosed into a trades- 
man amd commercial hustler, It is true, 
no doubt, that certain leading drama- 
tists, such as Alfred Capus, Maurice 
Donnay, Paul \Hervieu, Henri Battaille, 
Francis de Crolsset, De Brieux and 
others in the front rank of dramatic 
writing, would be handsomely salaried 
if the trust came into operation, but 
these men are well aware of what the 
effect would be on the general body of 
authors, and they have joined in a de- 
terfiined effort to resist the innovation. 

It is true, however, that a number of 
absurd conventions, with other commer- 
cially unsound practices, exist in the 
administration of French theaters. 
which could be profitably done away

Admitting that in her earlier days 
when the complexities of life had not 
vet demanded her more active par- 
ticipation and, like her masculine com- 
panions, she was as ignorant as he was 
of her real dignity, she dared to be 
curious and over-talkative, why does 
any one think that her sons were ex- 
empt from equal heritage of these 
characteristics with her daughters? 

Whatever may uave been the ex- 
emption of sons from this heritage of 
curlosity and self-expression at the 
biological period when men endeav- 
ored to establish the dictionary of 
“essentially feminine characteristics,” 
progress, and today's history of men 
require a revision of them.

« child labor bill has been passed in Alabama, after much opposition, which | 
makes twelve years the minimum age for both boys and girls. 

Rigid inspection is to be provided and {inspectors will have the right to put 
children out of the mills who seem to him under age. There must: according to 
the bill, be three months of school each year for every child in the mill, none 
under sixteen are to work at night, and those over that to elghteen not more 
than elght hours a night. The hour limit is set at fifty-six a week.

The Mountain Cornice. 
There are an infinity of ways where- 
by one is likely o meet with death on 
the mountain side; but the most com- 
mon are for the climber to jose his 
hold and fall off the mountain. or for 
a bit of mountain to fall on the climber. 
As to the former, a not infrequent hap- 
pening is to tread on a cornice formed 
by a mass of snow and welded into a 
seemingly secure foothold by the com- 
bined influence of wind and frost. Such 
cornices project over a precipice or an 
ice slope, sometimes at an altitude of 
5,000 feet, but when the climber is 
actually standing on them, he is not 
to know that there is no support under- 
neath that could save him from a swift 
passage into eternity at any moment. 
But let him get underneath. a thousand 
feet or so, and then look up. ‘He sees 
that beetling mass above him, and real- 
izes that, even as he hastens beyond 
the danger zone, it may fall and crush 
b into atoms. Often, of course, a cor- 
» . is strong enough to bear a con- 
able weight. One of the first par- 


ties that ever climbed the Buet—De 
Lue’s in 1770—lit a fire and boiled a 
kettle on a cornice. They didn’t realize 
| the risk they ran. 
| Now, the greatest danger that besets 
the mountaineer is one that seldom 
materializes, which may sound paradoxi- 
cal, so let me explain. The danger is 
‘from lightning. Climbers carry one 
of the easiest lightning conductors in the 
shape of an ice ax, and, therefore, it 
iis the more extraordinary that deaths 
‘through being struck occur infrequently. 
The Case of Mr. Fearon. 

, One of the most recent cases, and one 
easily remembered, was that of the Rev. 
| Robert Fearon, which took place about 
ifive years ago. The experiences of the 
search party sent out to his succor 
|were described by Mr. Bourdillon, whose 
,account seems to show that the unfor- 
itunate minister was destroyed while 
| resting on the very summit of the Mat- 
iterhorn. The following is a part of
